Planned  jointly  by  Metco  and 
Cohasset  Host  family  parent 
groups,  the  end-of-year  event 
for  all  ages  included  a picnic, 
games,  sports,  and  a sultry 
summer  day  to  accompany 
them  all. 

Coolers  and  paper  bags 
emptied  their  various  contents 
as  picnickers  lunched  and 
visited  with  each  other. 
Pourers  of  all  sizes  ladled  cool 
punch  from  deep  pots.  Char- 
coal grills  sizzled  hot  dogs  and 
hamburgers.  A chorus  of 
friendly  chatter,  squeals,  and 
shouts  hummed  across  the 
grassy  field  through  racing 
legs  and  ice-creamed,  sticky 
fingers. 

Entire  families  were  there 
. . . having  fun:  playing  base- 
ball. kickball.  tossing  Fris- 
bees,  raising  kites.  Simon 
Says  (all  kinds  of  things), 
bubble  (big,  round,  pretty) 
gum  blowing,  water  balloon 
toss,  and  sack  races  were 
played.  Groupings  of  blankets 
and  chairs  checkered  the 
ground  as  friends  relaxed  and 
renewed  relationships. 

Sunday’s  turn-out  reflected 
the  good  year  Metco  and  Host 
families  have  shared.  Metco 
stands  for  the  Metropolitan 
Council  for  Educational  Op- 
portunity Inc.  established  in 
1%6  to  provide  integrated 
public  school  education  for 
urban  children  in  suburban 
schools.  Cohasset's  10  year 
old  Metco  program  has  48 
students  enrolled  this  year, 
with  five  graduated.  There  is 
a Host  family  for  every  stu- 
dent. and  many  back-up  fami- 
lies to  fill  in  for  them  when 
needed.  The  Host  family’s 
role  includes  providing  a 
'home  away  from  home’  for 
the  Metco  student,  and  to  be 
available  in  the  event  of  any 
emergency  or  special  need. 
Cohasset  families  fulfill  their 
role  also  by  phoning  Boston 
families  about  school  events; 
inviting  a Metco  student  to 
their  home  for  an  overnight  or 
afternoon;  contacting  Mrs. 
Burns,  the  Metco  coordinator: 
or  by  attending  a Metco-spon- 
sored  event. 

While  it  is  hoped  that  there 
will  be  some  contact  between 
families,  the  extent  to  which 
each  socializes,  is  up  to  the 
individuals.  Mrs.  Cordie 
Foell,  chairman  of  the  Host 
Family  Committee,  says. 
"The  important  thing  is  that 
the  kids  are  in  a spot  where 
someone  is  looking  after  them.
